Treasurer’s Report Shows 
Balance in Treasury De- 
pleted to Meet State’s 
Bills During Last Year. 


Georgia’s income for 1922 fell short 
of the previous year’s by more than 
$1,000,000 and but for a substantial 
balance in the state treasury at the 
beginning of the year would have fail- 
ed by nearly $100,000 to meet the 
current expenses of the state and the 
appropriations made by the general 
assembly, according to the official 
report for 1922 issued by William 
J. Speer, state treasurer, Saturday 
afternoon. 

Total receipts of the year 1922 from 
all sources are reported as being 
&12.SS9,801.22. Total disbursements 
were $12,984,434.82. The balance of 
$1.727,866.35 in the treasury on Janu- 
ary 1 was reduced to $1,633,132.75

DR. FH GAINES, 
EDUCATOR, Dits 


President and Founder of 
Agnes Scott College 
Succumbs to Sudden IIl- 
ness.

Dr. Frank Henry Gaines, 71 years 
old, president and founder of Agnes 
Scott college, and one of the south’s 
leading educators, died suddenly at 
12:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon at 
a local sanitarium. He had been ill 
only two days of a malady, the na- 
ture of which had not been deter- 
mined at the time of his death. The 
immediate cause was heart failure. 

Dr. Gaines had performed his duties 
at the college up through Wednesday 
and made his last formal appearance 
before the student body Wednesday 
morning at chapel services. Thursday 
morning he became slightly ill and 
eame to Atlanta from Decatur on a 
street car to consult physicians. Later 
in the day he entered the sanitarium, 
where he died Saturday. 

Funeral services will be held at 
Decatur Presbyterian church, of 
which he was once pastor, at 11 
o'clock Monday morning. Interment 
will be made in West View ceme- 
tery. 

Surviving Dr. Gaines are his wife, 
Mrs. Mary Louise Lewis Gaines, and 
one son, Dr. Lewis McFarland 
Gaines, prominent Atlanta physician, 
and a brother who lives in Washing- 
ton. 

Born In Tennessee. 

Dr. Gaines was born July 25, 1872, 
at Tellicoe Plains, Monroe county, 
Tenn. After securing the rudiments 


of his education im the schools of his 
community he entered Cumberland 
tniversity, from which he graduated 
with honors in 1870. He spent some 
time in missionary work in the 
mountains of his home state and then 
eufered Union Theological seminary 
in Virginia from which he graduated 
with the degree of bachelor of divin- 
ity in 1876.

and many of the farmers for Ford; 
that the “irreconcilables” are for 
Johnson, and so on, and so on. 

One whose work is to record all this 
sort of thing cannot help wishing it 
were a case of great, unselfish issues, 
or a case of great personalities. But 
the truth is none of the men now be- 
ing mentioned for either party nomina- 
tion is of really first-rarnk size in the 
broad sense. 

The same was true in the 1920 sit- 
uation, The present writer was talk- 
ing once with one of the two party 
candidates of 1920 (it does not matter 
which one) much along the lines of 
what is here being said, when the can- 
didate remarked, with an engagi.¢ tol- 
erance and candor of appraisement of 
himself and others: “You must bear 
in mind, brother, that in 1920 both 
the parties had to go to the ‘bush- 
league’ for their candidates.” 

Political Dividing Line 

This was literally true. Nineteen- 
twenty was a dividing line in Ameri- 
can political history. For twenty- 
four years preceeding, our politics had 
centered about immense personalities. 
There had been three great figures: 
Roosevelt, Wilson and Bryan. (For 
the purposes of the present article, 
and for the purpose of American pol- 
ities, the word “great” can be used 
conveniently and, probably also justly, 
to describe a man whose size is great- 
er than his party, who has the ability 
to carry groups of voters from one 
party to.another. Each of these men 
had this power, and no other man of 
their generation had it. But it is 
also true that each of these three 
men, in different ways and at dif- 
ferent phases of their careers, ade- 
quately justified the word “great” i 
its broader sense.) 

In any event, by 1920 each of these 
men had recently passed off the stage. 
Roosevelt had died, Wilson had broken 
down in health and Bryan had hecome 
“shopworn’—had beer a little too 
long on the shelf without ever achev- 
ing a sale in the sense of an actual

Wilson’s attitude now is analagous 
to the one he took in resisting the 
Lodge reservations to the treaty of 
Versailles. - He insisted upon the 
treaty without reservations. Now 
he insists upon the court without res- 
ervafions. 

Placed on Defensive. 

In a short, one sentence letter, to 
Representative Rouse, of Kentucky, 
chairman of. the democratic congres- 
sional committee, the former president 
has placed the administration on the 
defensive by charging that-ita plan 
| co not candidly and courageously 
assume the full responsibilities which 
the league covenant involves. It 
will strengthen the irreconcilable re- 
publicans who assert that Harding 
is covertly trying td enter the league 
of nations through the back door. 

Replying to a letter from Represent- 
ative Rouse asking for an opinion of 
the Harding-Hughes proposal, Wilson 
said: 

“In reply to your letter of March 
29, let me say that I approve not of 
the ‘conditional,’ but of the uncon- 
ditional adhesion of the United States 
court set up under the auspices of the 
league of nations, though | think it 
would be more consistent with the 
fame of the United States for candor 
and courage to become a member of 
the league of nations and share with 
the other members the fall responsi- 
bilities which its covenants involves.” 

Wilson thus places himself square- 
ly on record against reservations to 
the court protocol just as he did 
against reservations to the Versailles 
treaty. He demands that the United 
States go all the way or stay out.

On that occasion he will refer to 
today’s action by the populists, their 
resolutions against him, and then, 
according to political observers, will 
tell the populist ministers to get out 
of the cabinet or quit their party and 
come under the fascist banner. 


This action by Mussolini has cre- 
ated a sensation in Italian political 
circles which consider the cabinet 
crisis cannot be avoided.

If any proof is needed of the 
extent to which these three men had 
dominated politics, the extent to which 
the people had relied on them to ex- 
press their ideas, it can be provided 
by a simple statement. 

In every presidential election since 
1896, and including that year, one or 
more of these men were candidates 
In 1896, Bryan was a candidate: in 
1900, Bryan and Roosevelt were can- 
didates; in 1904, Roosevelt was.a can- 
didate; in 1908. Bryan was a canidi- 
date; in 1912, Wilson and Roosevelt 
were candidates: in "916, Wilson was 
a candidate, That is a rather impres- 
sive showing for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, not previously equaled, in this 
respect, in American histery.

Theories Contradictory. 

The theories about great men—the 
manner of their coming, their effect 
on human eveuts and whether they 
are the cause or the effect of the 
tutes of history—are various and con- 
tradictory. To merely re.-e these 
theories would make a fascinating 
book. But the present article has 
merely to do with their presence or 
their absence in our own country and 
in our own age. All that can be gath- 
ered from a superficial view is that 
we have no great figures in our pres- 


ent American politics—no equivalent 
of Roosevelt, ér of the Wilson of a 
few years ago, or of the Bryan of bis 
wonderfully dynamic prime. We do 
not even have any figures that the 
politicians can rely on to swing groups 
of voters from one party to the other. 
Can any one think of a republican 
who, because of his personality, can 
swing a million voters—say per 
cent of the electorate—into the repub- 
lican party from the democratic one? 
And can anyone think of a demo- 


crat who, because of his personality. 
can swing a million republicans ‘nto 
the democratic ranks? 

There are none such in the current 
political situation. There may be 
some budding ones bencath the sur- 
face ready to flower with the sun 
of events. Buchan, in his recent his- 
tory of the war, savs: 

“For the man of destiny is the gift 
of God, and is not to be foufid by 
painful seeking. \’hen he comes it is 
silently and with ut advertisement, 
and his own people commonly know 
him not.” 

Could Wish Combination. 

And yet as to some of the figures 
in the current politics of both rarties 
one is able to see, if uot clear great- 
ness, yet so close an approach to ade- 
quate bigness that you keep wishing, 


little more that makes such leagues 
of difference.” You keep wishing you 
could combine pairs of them into one, 
or certain parts of sume with parts 
of others. If only you could combine 
some of the personalities in the field. 
you might get results that would move 


the world, figures that would measure 
up to these personalities that cross 
the world once in so often and affect 
its destinies profoundly. If you could 
take Borah’s capacity for clear 
thought and ringing expression of it, 
his facility in the world of abstract 
ideas, and if you could add to that 
Harding's capacity for getting men to 
march in step; if to La _ Follette’s 
evangelical zeal you cvuld add Hard- 
ing’s patience and tolerance; if to 
McAdoo’s impetuous energy—the qual- 
ities that make him an engaging “go- 
getter’—if to that you could add Un- 
derwood’s surefooted steadiness: if to 
Cox’s rare efficiency and plugging 
tenacity in pursuit of his purposes 
you could add Justice John H. Clark’s 
education and elevation of taste! 


Henry Ford Is “Genius” 


Among all the men mentioned for 
the presidency, provably the one whe 
comes closest to having a title to the 
term “genius” is Henry Ford, But it 
Is a restricted kind of genius, and a 
kind which is not only not political 
and not statesman-like, but is prob- 
ably the opposite of political or siates- 
man-like. ford is a mecbanical gen- 
ius, but is a mechanical genius what 
the world longs for and needs? Ford 
is a gebDius of organization, but may- 
be the thing that makes the world 
restless and rebellious is precisely the 
restraints of too much organization. 
Ford, probabiy without knowing it or 
meaning it, is largely the German su- 
perman type. lt is a type that has en- 
tirely benevolent intentions toward the 
world, but intentions that flow from 
a self-assumed position on high. Those 
German supermen always intended to 
organize the world thorvughly for the 
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world s good, but they always thought 
of the world's goods as identical with 
their own notions. They 
themselves as directing things from 
above. They pictured the world or- 
ganized into compact marching regi- 
ments, but they never pictured them- 
selves among the marchers, Always 
they thought of themselves as officérs 
at the top bawling out orders*to the 
marching puppets, Ford might readily 
organize America as the Ford factory 
is organized, with each of us getting 
good wages, good housing and plenty 
to eat and wear, but always with the 
sense of doing what we are told, a 
sense of submerged individuality. 


trial organism which looks like a de- 
mocracy but is really a rather rigid 
kind of atgtocracy. Ford's concep- 
tion of things might: leave no room 
for tLe common man’s impulse to lay 
off and go fishing in a while. 

Seem to Want Ford Idea. 

And yet, unhappily, it is just Ford’s 
sort of thing that America seems to 
think it wants. A person of deep un- 
derstanding might say it is not really 
this that the world needs. Between 
what the country, in its deeper heart, 
actually wants and needs and, on the 
other hand, what it think# it wants 
and what it clamors for—between 
those two there may be a world of 
difference, But any survey of the act- 
ual things that groups and ‘factions 
are fighting for would reveal them as 
the kind of economic advantages, of 
material objects, that Ford's genius 
for business organization and factory 
production seems to promise. 

A political philosopher who, the 
other day, undertook to set down a 
list of the factions, blocs and what 
not which seem to have power in 
America today, together with their 
purposes, arrived at something like 
this:

The league declined to go on record 
a second time for the calling of an 
international conference to consider 
further steps to eliminate the causes 
of war. This section of the resolu- 
tion, drafted by Miss Morgan’s com- 
mittee, having been stricken from 
the document in the form finally 
adopted. 

The league’s international affairs 
resolution approves a policy of open 
diplomacy. It also calls upon “all 
citizens to unite in support of every 
constructive effort toward permanent 
world peace without regard to party 
affiliations.” 

Another resolrtion encourages the 
firm continuance of state adminis- 
tration of minimum wage laws,

Swells Annual Payroll of 
Labor in United States. 


New York, April 14.—Long erpect- 
ed wage increases came thick and 
fast thie week to the tune of an in- 
crease of more than a quarter of a 
billion dollars annually in the pay- 
rolls of three of the country’s biggest 
industries, 

In many quarters payroll increases 
are not welcomed because they meac 
@ reduction in profits. Those deal 
ing in stocks and bonds want priaits 
high, so that the 
driven upward. But to the country 
im general the increase in wages will 
mean more spending power and resuit 
in an: immediate increase in retail 
trade, which has ecarcely been keep- 
ing pace with the cdvance in indus 
try in many sections. 

The biggest wage increase was by 
U. S. Steel, followed by inuependent 
steel companies. The wages of com- 
mon labor were advanced 11 per cent. 
the first increase since the one of 
20 per cent last September. This 
beost alone meant £100,000,000 a year 
additional wages to steel workers. 

Make Similar Advance. 

At the end of the week the big pack- 
ers made a similar advance. Figures 
on the exact amount this will increase 
payrolls in that industry are nog 
nvailable but it will gan at leans 
half as much as the sfel wage au- 
vance, 

The advances in the textile indua 
tries which has now been completed 
totals about $75,000,000 annually. 

Besides these raises building trades 
workers in practically al! large cities 
have either been granted or are ne- 
cotiating for increased wages with a 
fair chance of gettinz what they ask 
since the record constructiow program 
will eall for more men than are now 
available. 

Accompanying the wage increases 
were decreases in the price of two 
important commodities and an increase 
ir one other. Crude oil declined in 
three separate producing sections and 
on the Pacific coast there was a re- 
duction in the price of gasoline. If 
cuts in the refined product are staved 
off in other sections, it will be only 
because the peak consumption months 
for gasoline are at hand. 

peepee producers are still asking 
17 1-4 cents for the metal, but this 
is eet nominal figure and it can 
he boucht for 17 cents and in som¢ 
enses for 16 7-%. 

Oll and Copper Lead. 

Oi and copper were two of the 
commodities which led the way tn 
recent price advances. The other was 
sugar, which had continued upward. 
Many Cuban estates are now closing 
and all report an out-turn well under 
the early estimate. As result, raw 
(nuban sugar advanced to a new hich 
for the year above 6 cents and re- 
finers’ prices for refined sugar are 
above 92 cents. 

The weekly trade reviews are only 
moderate'y optimistic about immed- 
inte conditions and all remark about 
the way that the unseasonable weath- 
er has restrained buving. Bradstreet’s 
say there is irrecularity and points 
to the bnilding figures which surnass 
all records as one extreme and to 
ecllections which are lagging as the 
other. *‘Dun’s sevs that a distinet 
pavse in new buving has developed 
indientine that in many cases re- 
quirements have been covered well 
into the future.

the French and the Belgians filling 
tLeir own orders by compulsion if 
necessary. 

Once these individual reparation 
orders are filled, the seized merchan- 
dise will be sold under joint Franco- 
belgian control ana the proceeds will 
be used with confiscated money, cash 
obtained from fines and other receipts, 
to pay the expenses of the occupying 
forces as prior claims, only the sur- 
plus going to the reparation commis- 
sion. 

Premier Poincare, of France, ana 
Premier Theunis and Foreign Minis- 
ter Jaspar, of Belgium, with their ad- 
visers, approved new instructions to 
the Rhineland high commissioners 
and to General Degoutte, commanding 
in the Ruhr, outlining the develop- 
ment of the policy of seizures of coal, 
cenke, merchandise and money and the 
establishment Of an accounting sys- 
tem for the distribution of the result- 
ing fund. 

The announcement that the two 
allies were steadfast in their decision 
to leave the Rubr only as Germany 
pays, came in the form of a reaf- 
firmation of the resolution to that ef- 
fect adopted in Brussels last month. 

It is considered possible that the 
English may raise the question of the 
legality of the decision that the cost 
of the Franco-Belgian occupation 
shall be paid from goods and money 
seized from the Germans. Some jur- 
ists already have questioned it. 

France and Belgium contend the 
action will be entirely legal, because 
their operation in the Ruhr is being 
conducted under the article of the 
Versailles treaty authorizing such 
measures in case of default by Ger- 
many. In so doing they argue they 
are acting for all the allies and nat- 
urally are warranted in reimbursing 
themselves from the proceeds of the 
occupation. 

The London visit of M. QLoucheur 
was thoroughly explained during the 
conference to the satisfaction of the 
Belgians by the former minister him- 
self, it was stated.

London, April.14—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Documents revealing 
plows involving the destruction of 
life and property in London are re- 
ported to have come into possession 
of Scotland Yard as the result of 
last night’s raid on the residences .or 
resorts of Irish men and women sus- 
pected of being republican supporters, 

Among the plans said to have been 


revealed were plots to attack London's 
lighting and power  sources—the 
underground power stations—efforts 
to release Irish prisoners from Lon- 
don prisons, and projected attempts 
on the lives of high police officials. 

It is stated that the plots had huge 
ramifications in Great Britain and 
particularly in London, and had 
reached such a stage that delay of 
a week by the police might have re- 
sulted in the scheme being put into 
operation, 

Among the plans was one for at- 
tacking police officers in their homes. 
A prominent former cabinet minister 
is declared to bave been marked for 
attack. 

There was a well-organized scheme, 
it is asserted, to raid a certain Lon- 
don prison either for the purpose of 
damaging it or for rescuing Irishmen 
detained there. Irish prisoners also 
were to be rescued from prison vans 
— being conveyed through Lon- 
on.

Paid Upon Baggage

As a matter of information to the 
public, the Central of Georgia raul- 
way has compiled a statement of 
claims paid on account of loss, dam- 
age and delay to baggage handled vy 
the road during the year 1922. 

During the year only 36 local claims 
were paid, that is to say claims for 
which responsibility can be fixed on 
employees of the Central of Georgia 
railway. There were 52 _ inter-line 
claims for~baggage moving overt two 
or more lines, where individual re- 
sponsibility could not be determined. 

The total amount paid for all 
claims was $801.11, divided as fol- 
lows: For loss, 33 claims, amounting 
to $331.22; for damage, 43 claims, 
amounting to $413.47; for delay, 3 
claims, amounting to $7.85; for milk 
cans, 9 claims, amounting to $48.57; 
total 88 claims, amounting to $801.11. 

The Central of Georgia thinks that 
this is a very satisfactory showing, 
ecnsidering that 3,660,560 revenue 
passengers were handled by the road 
curing thg year 1922, which amcunts 
to but one baggage claim for every 
41,597 passengers. The road feels as 
it has been frequently pointed out, 
there is no factor of good service more 
appreciated than prompt, safe and 
careful handling of baggage.

Forest Protection week, April 22-28 
by making posters, writing essays, ana 
giving talks in school reoms on the 
subjects.

Mrs. Thornton is 
actively interested in the development 
of an national park in north Georgia, to 
which there is at present no access by 
railroad or highway. The reservation 
is said to be most suitable as a camp- 
ing site for people of this section who 
love the great outdoors. 

It was through Mrs. Thornton's 
interest that girl scouts attended the 
planting’ of trees on the 
highway near Atlanta. 

In his letter to Mrs. Frank Hol-

nually through accidental drowning 
then a whole lot of effort is being 
wasted. 

But it isn’t. Everywhere the life 
suving work has been set up the drop 
iu accidental drownings has become 


simmediately apparent in local vital 


(statistics. At Pablo Beach, Fla., for 
‘instance, where the crack corps of the 
scountry has been glorifying the Red 
‘Cross embleg for the past decade, dur- 
ing last summer when beach attend- 
lance broke all records, not a single 
drowning marred the pleasure of bath- 
ers. Yet at this very place back in the 
“good old days’’ we hear people so 
often wishing would come again they 
iwere go frequent that inhabitants 
speak of them as happening at that 
time at “on2 a day.” 

The man, woman or child who is 
ja swimmer has just that much better 
ichance to save him or herself in 
‘case of ship-wreck, canoe overturning, 
‘felling into water, etc. The swimmer 


kwho is versed in modern life-saving 


“methods can go a step farther. He can 


ieave others. 


- Rescuing the drowning person has 
come to typify heroism and it is where 
xthe rescuer takes a chance of losing 
this own life while trying to save 
jothers. The Red Cross life saver does

The “Death Grip.” 


The “death grip” of the drowning 
person is commonly spoken of with 
awe and fear by the uninitiated but 


holds no terror for the lifesaver. 


Many of our examiners, and I have 
had the same experience, in demon- 
strating methods occasionally get hold 
of “smart Alec” strong boys who 
would “show up” the life saver. Iu 
full possession of their facu’ties 
(which drowning persons seldom are), 
fresh, vigorous and ready with wrest- 
ling and “jiu jitsu” tricks, they try 
tv hold on and just can’t. 

Methods of breaking grips in the 
water, towing drowning people, lifts, 
resuscitation, etce., will be taken up 
in articles to follow that, if practiced, 
will make life savers of a great many 
reached by The Constitution, who may 
never wear a Red Cross life saving 
emblem. 

Here in Atlanta, where most of the 
Swimming done is in the pools, there 
are not so many qualified savers in 
portion to population as in some 
other places, but the recently renew- 
ed interest in swimming should result 
in turning out a number of these po- 
tential “heroes” who are ready at all 
times to go to the aid of others and 
whose knowledge of resuscitation 
makes them valuable either in case 
o” drowning, suffocation or electric 
shock where the breata that is life 
must be restored, 

Next week's article will deal with 
the breaks used in life saving.

Competition Ample., 

Previous to the Olympic yames of 
1912 and up to the time: that the 
United States entered the rid war, 
there was plenty of competytion for 
distance runners all over tifis coun- 
try, at the three mile, five yaile, ten 
mile and marathon distance 

There was a large field runners 
ready to compete in each dace and 
from among them our Olyphpie ma- 
terial was developed. 

Since 1914, however, there has 
come a great decline in distance run- 
ning in America and a distance race 
above two miles is seldom, if ever, 
held except at the annual sectional 
and national championships. 

This condition of affairs, does not 
stimulate interest in long: distance 
running and it does not prédiuce run- 
ners who will be able to ‘represent 
the United States with much hope of 
success in the distance rutjs at the 
Olympie games in 1924, 

The foreigners have beatdédn us to 
it in the distance running ghme, not 
only in Olympic competitiom but in 
our own national long distapice cham- 
pionships, the great majorityy of which 
have been corralled by forfigners in 
the past decade. 


Must Work Hard. 


Are we to stand idly by ,and take 
it for granted that we will be de- 
feated in the events on the, Olympic 
program that require couraje¢, stam- 
ina and manhood. Are we .to stake 
our chances of winning the Ores 
piad on the showing that we make in 
the sprints, jumps, etc., evejnts that 
call for a preponderance of nervous 
energy; thereby playing am almost 
gure bet. Or, will we be inapired by 
an element of sport and try’ to beat 
our foreign cousins at their d'wn game 
and not be satisfied by wirining the 
Olympiad unless we win a fiir share 
of our points in the events where the 
competition is stiffest? 

I am sure that every 4 em 
American would prefer to jhave the 
American Olympic team’ win the 
Olympiad under the last mentioned 
conditions. It would, therefore, be 
well for us to make a st:iprt along 
those lines and prove to i. world 
that we will try to beat th foreign 
runners at their own game. 

Plenty of distance races Hhould be 
provided, our young men isliould be 
encouraged to take part in them, and 
everything possible should be done by 
our athletic authorities daring the 
next 18 months to develoy? distance 
runners to represent the | nited 
states in the Olympic games of 1924;

Made on: Tract at Lake- 

wood— Race Will Last 
Twenty-four Hours. 


The first and second of June is 
the date set for the second annual 
24-hour motorcycle race, to be staged 
on the one-mile dirt track at Lake- 
wood. The race is scheduled to start 
at 6 p. m. Friday, June 1, and run 
continuously for 24 hours, finishing 
at 6 p. m., Saturday, June 2. 

For 24 continuous hours 25 or 
30 of the best motorcycle drivers, 
selected from the best in all sections 
of the United States, will fight old 
Father Time and competitors, in an 
effort to establish a new mileage rec- 
ord for other aspirants to conquer. 
It is estimated that the 24-hour mil- 
eaze record will reach 1,500 miles. 

Special arrangements have been 
made for the improvement of the 
track, to make it much faster than 
ever before. After the track has 
been properly rolled and surfaced. 
it will be treated with a special prep 
aration to eliminate the dust. An 
improved lighting equipment will be 
installed around the track, which will 
add much to the spectacular effect, 
and make it possible for the specta- 
tors to watch the race from any 
point around the track, during the 
night hours of the race. 

It will be remembered by all who 
Witnessed the world's firat 24-hour 
race which was staged at Lakewood 
last season. The wonderful showin’ 
made by the five entries out of 17 
to start who finished the race, pro- 
nounced by critics who have witnessed 
motor races the world over. as the 
most spectacular and the greatest rac- 
ing event ever staged on a race track. 


Sligh Was Winner. 


R. F. Sligh, of Augusta. who rode 


a Harley-Davidson, and was known 
as No. 6, throughout the race, was 
the winner, with 1,150 miles to his 
credit for the entire 24 hours, which 
averaged including his stops at the 
pits for gasoline, oil and repairs, 48 
miles an hour. In order to make this 
average it was necessary at times 
to make a speed of about 75 miles 
an bour, which is record time on a 


one-mile dirt track in a long race. 
At the start of the ruce the track 
was muddy from the rains that morn- 
ing, and during the early morning 
hours the riders rode in rain for over 
an hour, which made it necessary for 
the riders to cut down the speed to 
&@ great extent. 

Very few people believed it possible 
for riders or machines to stand suc. 
punihsment continuously for 24 hours. 
Even the motorcycle manufacturers 
and local dealers were a skeptical lot, 
and would not support the event 
thinking it would be an absolute fai. 
ure, Telegrams were received by 
the local newspapers and the track 
owners, from the Chicago offices of 
the Motorcycle and Auied Trades as- 
sociation, condemning the cace, and 
asking every possible influence be 
used to prohibit the race being run, 
claiming success as impossible, with 
nothing but a heavy. casualty list as 
to be the outcome. 

However, the thousands of people 
who braved the threatening weather 
to witness the event were well pleas- 
ed wtih the cleanest and best sports- 
manship ever offered on the local 
tracks in motorcycle racing. There 
were no casualties, and the ambulance 
did not even have a chance to leave 
the track. .

I notice that James Corbett, for- 
mer heavyweight champion, is among 
the gentlemen named as judges for 
the Willard-Johnson fight, the others 
being Jantee |.

Of course, the use of these 
names turnishes excellent advertising, 
and it’s all for a very good object— 
most of the gate money being devoted 
to the milk fund.

and Witt coming ciose behind with 
297, Tobin made 207 hits, Jamieson 
183, Blue 175 and Witt 147. Tobin 
also led in driving in 66. runs, 
Jumieson being second with 57, Blue 
third, with 45 and Witt next with 
only 40. Blue, however, excelled in 
run-getting, scoring 131 markers, with 
Tobin crossing the plate 122 times.

“At the request of a number of persons greatly interested in Be Kind 
to Animals week it has beep suggested that the five minutes following 
the stroke of 12 o'clock noon on Monday, April 24, be given up to thought- 
ful consideration of duty toward our animal friends. 

“Teachers and pupils in schools are especially urged during these | 
five minutes to face the fact, that the animals are here, that they are God's 
creatures just as we a and that it is honorable to be kind to them. As 
art is not for art’ but for life’s sake, says President Kurtz, of 
McPherson college, so education is not for education's sake alone. The 
teacher must train her pupils not only to make a living, but a life. People 
do not live by reason as they should—but by feelings, by emotions and 
Passions; and these feelings must be €ontrolled. Such control does not 
come by nature but by education. : 

“The school is the place in which to create the environment for the 
proper development of a soul, and it is the teacher’s privilege to help 
develop souls. The advent of the Golden Rule age will be hastened by 
the introduction into every schoolroom in the world, the teaching of kind- 
ness to every living creature. From the first chapter of Genesis to the 
very last chapter of Revelations the Bible is packed with references to 
animals, and very many of them either directly or indirectly, point to our 
duty to those creatures over whom we have been given dominion. 

“Jesus taught by example as well as precept, kindness to animals. 
His birth in a stable placed Him in closest intimacy with domestic animals 
from the beginning. When He was about to ride to His death on the 
cross, He chose the humble ass to bear Him, and in sending for her, He 
particularly cautioned His disciples not to separate her from her foal. 
“Loose them and bring them unto me.” On an occasion when Jesus was 
speaking to the multitude He exalted the mother love of the common hen 
in what is perhaps the most beautiful simile in all literature; “How oft 
would I have gathered thy children together even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not.” In pointing out that the 
sabbath day was made tor man and not man tor the Sabbath, Jesus Set 
the seal of His approval upon the work of the modern society for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals: “What man shall there be among you, 
that shall have one sheep and if it fall into a pit on the Sabbath day?

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Hidden Ways of the Gypsies =: 


NOTE.—This is the third of @ scrics of 
four remarkable articles, revealing the mys- 
terious life, hitherto practically unknowa to 
“‘vorgio,” or outsiders, of the gypsy bands 
in America. The family names used in this 
article are fictitious. Hungarian gypsies, 
however, in this country invariably adopt 
English names.—The Editor. 


HE genuine g¢psy is the proudest 
person in the world, for the rea- 
son that he believes himself and 
all other real gypsies to be the 
actual descendants of Egyptian 

2’ kings. He mixes up a good many 
prophecies of the Bible with this belief and 
with the equally insistent belief that this 
state of kingship (or, rather, royalty, for 

the idea is not confined to_the masculine) 
will return to him again. Ue is convinced 
that the mysterious ability of his race to 
remain separate and apart, even in blood, 
through these countless generations, has 
been an act of God in preserving them for 
their ultimate high destiny. 

From which it is clear that the old, fan- 
tantastic accusation that gypsies steal 
gorgio children is absurd. The gypsy con- 
siders the gorgio blood far, far inferior to 
his own and resents any introduction of 
it into his race. Marriages “out,” as they 
are called, are deeply deplored, and until 
this present generation were even a scandal 
and a disgrace. Yet now, alas, there are so 
few of the undiluted blood remaining that 
the old barriers are breaking down. In an- 
other hundred years it is feared there may 
not be an individual of unadulterated Ro- 
many rakt left in the world. This is the 
Opinion of all Romanys, no matter from 
what country. 

On the other hand, the person in whom 
there is a trace of the “great black blood” 
will be many, and this may enrich the 
world, as the separate and distinct race 
never has done. 


If you were to get a true account from 


‘the average American of what he believes 


about the gypsy, it would run into a, hodge- 
podge, of impressions from ‘‘The Bo- 
hemian Girl,” Spanish bull fights, 
decks of cards, chicken thieves, kid- 
naped children, Geraldine Farrar as 
the cigarette siren, mysterious 
wagons Skulking along country roads 
at night, dark women and dirty, 
brawling men, with no Visible means 
of support. 

In trying to explain what the real 
gypsy is, as against this mass of 
erroneous beliefs, the last item can 
be dealt with by a direct and unquali- 
fied negative. Real 
gypsies are heavy 
property holders. It 
is rare that the peo- 
ple whom you see 
in the summertime 
camping or travel- 
ing, have not good, 
fat farms from 
which they draw 
their living, as well 
as the “kairin’’ 
place -—the home 
house —in which 
they abide when 
they choose. 

A large number 
of the people whom 
you see in gypsy 
dress or following gypss 
pursuits. or claiming to be 
gypsies, are not such in 
the remotest degree. It 1s 
these, in a certain division, 
who do all the mischief to 
the reputation of the genu- 
ine gypsies and their posh- 
and-posh kindred. That

and see that a policeman keeps more or 
less of an eye on them until they are out 
of the vicinity. 

This criminal division of the spurious 
gypsy is heartily hated and carefully avoid- 
ed by many other even spurious gypsies, 
who by instinct and training are quite as 
respectable and decent a lot as you would 
want to meet. English gypsies call them 
“mempers,”’ and American gypsies call 
them “travelers” and ‘*‘yonder’”’ people, the 
latter only to be heard in the southern 
States. They are often true basket mak- 
ers, tinkers, itinerant preachers and pho- 
tographers: they frequently have small 
wares to sell and sometimes the women 
tell fortunes. These people are usually of 
English and Scottish and Welsh origin, and 
they are often tanned almost as dark a 
hue as the dark skin of the real gypsy, for 
there are cases in which families have pur- 
sued this wandering and outdoor lite tor 
at least ten generations. 

The genuine gypsy does not tinker or 
sell any of the things in which the ‘‘mem- 
per’ deals. The “memper”’ is usually 
rather poor, sometimes wretchedly so, and 


he is often improvident and shiftless. Nev- 


contrary notwithstanding! 

The gypsy, like the He- 
brew, has a keen sense of

The Harleys are scattered, marrying into 
the Leaches, another posh-and-posh family, 
and with the Bentlevs, genuine gypsies, 
but not as rich, since they have never spe- 
cialized in-real estate and have had none 
of the genius in horse-trading with which 
the Bowmans are endowed.

celebrity, was partly compesed of connece 
tions of this famous family. 

Fortune-telling is today even a greater 
source of revenue than it ever was, and on 
‘t half of the real fortunes of the race have 
been built. The Langs and Bowmans, for 
instance, had their tents for years on the 
sands at Blackpool, England. Bowman, the 
father of the thirty and forty-year-old pres- 
ent generation, was coastguard there for 
so long that he became a national figure. 
It was there that grand old “Gypsy Sarah” 
hald court, the nobility and literati of the 
British Isles thinking nothing of taking 42 
hundred-mile trip in order to consult her 
wisdom. The fees she charged the rich 
would be steep, even today, when we are 
used to high prices for everything. Vet 
she gave freely to the poor. 


| ER granddaughter, Georgina, the most 

spiritual and one of the rarest types of 
the Romany race, took up the tradition, did 
well with the work, then married a scion 
of a famous English house who gave up all 
he had and took to the gypsy ways of 
his wife. ‘They came to America, wheie, 
for years, they traveled from place to place. 
Then, with the accumulation of years, they 
settled in Toronto, bought property and 
today are established in the highest social 
circles of that city. The children are col- 
lege graduates, famous athletes and one of 
them a war hero. Although their home is 
one of the pleasantly modest ones of a 
Suburb, gossip says that they have hoidings 
all through the city. 

The amount of money that can pass into 
the secret pocket of the woman who “‘duk- 
kers’ in the course of a day, proves sur- 
prising. J.ast summer a caravan of gypsy 
automobiles came through the little town 
where I was stopping and I, having an old 
friend with them, was at once made one 
with them. My gypsy friend was a shrewd 
woman, with a marked sense of humor, 
a graduate of an exclusive girls’ school in 
Missouri. She was not of the mystic, spir- 
itual type which does produce some very 
Startling and inexplicable effects in this 
work, but handled her people by judging 
them with, of course, a far wider range of 
social and general knowledge than any one 
would ever suspect who saw her, garbed 
as she was in a red and mauve silk dress 
and a green veil and coral beads—the tra- 
ditional costume. P 

That particular caravan had been through 
this town twice before and an eager crowd 
gathered about it. One of the cars was 
vacated and drawn a little aside, with the 
curtains parily dropped, and there my 
friend and I sat all day, with a breathins 
space forlunch.

POSES, whose life we Survey to- 
day, reached the highest place to 
which any human being has at- 
tained. He was entrusted with 
a great task and, talking with 
God and walking with God, ac- 
quitted himself nobly. 

No one has given more cen- 
clusive proof of what God can do with 
a human being who surrenders himself to 
divine guidance and becomes His spoke- 
May. 

Moses was born of an obscure family, 
the son of a mother who, either by super- 
natural suggestion or by remarkable pre- 
vision, saved her child from a cruel king's 
decree. 


Providence or extraordinary chance 
brought the child into the household of 
ihe yery sovereign who had plotted against 
his life—the heart of the king’s daughter 
being touched by the crying of the infant 
in the bulrushes. | 

Thus a man was saved for a great work 
and prepared for his task as he could not 
have been prepared in any other way. 


When he reached manhood’s estate he 
was tested, and a very important test it 
Was. 

lad he been spoiled by his environment; 
had he been weaned away trom his. race 
by the allurements of the court, he would 
not have been a fit person to lead the 
children of Israel out of bondage. 


But his anger betrayed his kinship and 
proved that his sympathies were with his 
oppressed brethren. He cast aside the 
riches that might have been his, and. the 
power and. prestige that association with 
rovalty would have brought him, and was 
true to the ties that bound him to his 
race.

But ex- 
perience showed that the brother was not 
a second Moses or at all comparable with 
him, ) 

Aaron shines by the light of Moses and 
reflects that light very imperfectly. He 
did not walk as close to God as Moses did. 

Then follows the story of a people's re- 
lease from bondage with miracles wrought 
and plagues suffered—a record so familiar 
that it need not be recounted here, 

lust two thoughts in passing. Pharaoh 
set succeeding despots an example which 
they have not been slow to follow. When 
the Israelites complained of the severity 
of their overseers their tasks were In- 
creased. 

“Bricks without straw’ has passed into 
the language of all nations as. the most 
forcible description of requirements that 
are excessive, and the results is ever the 
same, 

Instead of silencing complaint, increased 
severity furnishes the stimulous necessary 
to deliverance. Cruelty brings about a re- 
action that counts in the final conflict and 
vives victory to the right. 

The Heavenly Father is not so far away 
from us hut that He can hear the plead- 
ings of those who sutter. 

The second thought is tound in the 
tenth plague, the killing of the first-born. 
The tragedy of death seems to be the only 


thing that can remedy a great wrong. 

Vicarious Suffering is not a= strange 
thing; it is the central thing in the ad- 
vancement of civilization. Important. re- 
torms seldom come until the shedding of 
innocent blood has aroused thought -and 
Stirred to action the forces that insure the 
progress of the race. 

Mur text for today takes up the story 
after Pharaoh had been humbled and had 
not only released the children of Israel, 
but had sent them on their wav; atter- 
wards he changed his mind and started in 
pursuit of the tleeing Israelites. 

We find them in the tirst of their many 
exhibitions of weakness. 

Atter God had delivered them by won- 
derful manifestations of power and finally 
by a token of favoritism that was made 
the Passover, observed throughout the 
centuries, “‘they were sore afraid; ‘‘they 
cried out unto the Lord.” 

Moses began at this time his series oft 
remonstrances with them tor their lack of 
faith. ‘‘Fear ye not, stand still, and see 
the Salvation of the Lord, which He will 
Show to vou today; tor the Egyptians 
whom ve have seen today, ve shall see 
them again no more torever.”’ 


VW E are here again told of the “pillar 
~Y of the cloud by day” and “the pillar 
of fire by night’ which stood between the 
Children of Israel and the Egyptians until 
Moses Stretched out his hand over the sea 
as he was commanded. 

God ‘‘caused the sea to yo back by a 
strong east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry land, and the waters were 
divided.”’ 

Here again the materialists are disturbed; 
they try to account tor the deliverance ot 
the Children ot Israel without giving credit 
to a Supernatural agency. 


The text savs that God “caused the sea 


to go back,” using as an agency “a Strong 
east wind that blew “all that night.” 

lf the text read that “It so happened 
that an east wind chanced to blow just 
at that particular time,’’ the materialists 
could believe Mt; why not believe that the 
(god, who made the seas and fixed their 
boundaries, who created the winds and 
gave unto them the laws by which thev 
are governed, and also created man and 
assigned to him his work—why not believe 
that such a God could use such a wind at 
Such a time to open a way through sueh 
a sea tor His supreme handiwork—man? 

Those who prefer to worship chance 
rather than God will be compelled to over- 
tax their imagination when they trv to 
explain why the Children of Israel went 
through the sea on dry ground while the 
waters overwhelmed the pursuing Egvp- 
tians, 

However, the escape from Pharaoh and 
his overseers was just the beginning of 
the experiences of the people whom Moses 
led. 

They were hardly out of one difficulty 
before thev were into another. 

They scareely rose from” their knees 
after an expression of gratitude before 
they raised their voices in complaint. 

They had waters trom the smitten rock 
at Meribah, and manna in the wilderness, 
but still they found fault. 


They passed through all degrees o: en- 
thusiasm, from ecstasy in the hours of 
triumph to the worship of a golden calt 
when Moses was for a short time absent 
trom them. 


Moses, the liberator, was also Moses the 
lawgiver. The commandments which he 
brought down trom Sinai are a fundamen- 
tal part of the world’s thought today. 


It is interesting to compare the ‘Thou 
Shalt Not’s” of these commandments with 
the modern statutes based upon. them. 
The laws written upon the tables of stone 
were Simple, clear and easily understood. 


j ters the two that are paraphrased in 
the legislation of all lands, “Thou 
Shalt not kill,’ and “Thou shalt not steal.’ 
Fach is stated in a sentence with four 
words and each word has but one syllable. 
Another commandment has five words and 
still another, six.

EST periods of fifteen minutes at 
intervals during the day are 
much to be desired in the home- 
maker’s program and they should 
be taken before she has become 


so weary that fifteen minutes 
do not seem to count. A _ hard 
working professional man was 


asked 
as often as he had fifteen minutes to spare. 
Women do not rest often enough before 


how often he rested. He replied, 


they are utterly exhausted. Sometimes it 
seems easier to continue working than 
to stop, because the first experiences in 
resting are most uncomfortable; one dreads 
the let-down after utter exhaustion. More- 


over, young housekeepers full of life and 
energy are tempted to work beyond their 
Strength without planning for the reserve 
necessary for later years. 

Vacations cost less and are much more 
to be enjoved when one is in condition 
to appreciate them than at other times.

Let two ounces of gelatine stand one 
cup of cold water until the water has been 
absorbed, then pour on five cups of cleat 
consomme soup, heated to the boiling 
point. Have ready some cooked peas, tig- 
ures cut from cold, hard-cooked eggs and 
from beets. Let a few spoonfuls of the 
aspic jelly become ‘‘set”’ in a chilled mould, 
holding three pints, standing in chopped 
ice. Upon this place the decorated eggs, 
beets and peas and cover with more aspic. 
Dip other pieces of decoration in aspic, and 
set them against the chilled sides of the 
mould. Fill the mould, alternately with 
thin slices of ham and breast of chicken 
and liquid aspic. Let stand in cold place 
several hours. To unmold, set the mold, an 
instant Only, into warm water, letting the 
waier come up on the outside to the height 
of the mixture on the inside. The water 
must not be warm enough to melt the jelly.

Re- 
duce heat, let simmer very gently three- 
quarters of an hour and serve. (Corn 
syrup with maple flavor is now on the mar- 
ket.) 

Sweet Potatoes Stuffed With Prunes. 

Pare and parboil sweet potatoes of oval 
Shape; core with an apple corer and till 
the cavity of each with two or more prunes 
previously stoned. Insert into the ends of 
the potatoes, halves of the cores, making 
of these plugs to retain the juices. Bake 
on the grate of the oven with a pan be- 
neath to catch the drippings. For six or 
eight potatoes place in the pan 2 cups 
sugar with 2 cups water and allow to 
main until the potatoes are cooked.

However. even on, the seemingly wrin- 
kle-proof skins the deep lines or worry or 
anxiety will appear, and it seems as if thes 
are deeper and more furrowed. on these 
skins that lack fine wrinkles than on any 
others.

However, the persistent rubbing with 
good oils or grease will so stimulate the 
skin and flesh under the skin. in many 
cases, as to make it better able to take on 
normal Sounded lines. If your wrinkles 
aré the result of illness that has taken fat 
from your face then you should be sure 
that vour diet is adequate and that it con- 
tains enough good butter and other fats. 

One authority on the subject says that 
the woman who wriakles easily should have 
at least ten hours in bed every night—even 
if she cannot contrive to sleep ten hours. 
she should have this amount of relaxation 
in bed. This same authority says it is very 
important to sleep in a dark room if vour 
face wrinkles easily because there is an in- 
voluntary wrinkling and twitching of the 
Skin resulting from the effect of light on 
the eyes when Sleeping.

Helpful Suggestions 
In Garden Making 


EFORE laying out a canna bed, 
spade the ground two feet deep 
mixing thoroughly into the soil 
enough well rotted stable man- 
ure to fill six inches in depth of 
the whole bed. When ready 
place a stake in center of bed and 
with a radius of eighteen inches 
mark a line for planting the first row, Set 
the plants in this row eighteen inches 
apart. Lengthen the radius eighteen inches 
for each successive row. Water sparingly 
for first two weeks after planting. When 
growing freely, water liberally. Set the 
plants about eighteen inches apart each 
way and if more than one kind is used, be 
careful to plant the taller growing kinds 
in the center, and the dwarf ones along 
the edge. rh s; applies to planting in beds 
or borders.

"| Many Delightful Dishes 


Can Be Made 


GGS are coming up in the world 
—not in price for with the com- 
ing of spring they are geiting 
less expensive. But really. eggs 
are looked upon with much great- 
er favor ty gourmets and would- 
be gourmets. At least there are 
certain egg dishes that are 
in high favor at many of the most expen- 
sive restaurants. 

Perhaps the injunction of health experts 
and doctors to eat meat Lut once a day 
has led people to look throuch the list of 
egg dishes more di ligenily. Many persons, 
when in doubt for something for lunch- 
eon, order egg salad. Scrambled eggs, and 
even fried eggs, are a not unusual selec- 
tion for the late supper among the smart 
younger set who like to do things a little 
Surprising. 

Exes Benedict—which inciude a little 


ham to be sure—is a most aristo- 
cratic dish, perhaps because a casual cook 
cannot make them succesSfuily. Certain 


chefs gain a reputation for their eggs Bene- 
dict just as they might have for lobster 
Newburgh in days gone by. 

Egyvs with asparagus-tips is another de- 
licious dish. It calls for the following tn- 
gredients: Two gills of cold asparagus- 
tips; two tablespoons of milk; two tea- 
spoons of butter; four eggs, salt and pep- 
per; buttered toast. Having boiled the 
asparagus-tips, put them into 2 saucepan 
with the butter, salt, and pepper, and heat 
slowly. Break the eggs into a bowl, and 
beat until well mixed. Add the milk, salt, 
and pepper. Melt one teaspoon of butter 
in a frying pan. When hot, pour in the 
eggs and stir until almost, but not quite, 
set (as thick as batter). Turn in the as- 
paragus-tips and stir only just enough to 
mix without breaking the tips. Se rape 
the eggs from the bottom of the pan; re- 
move from the fire, and continue to stir 
for a few moments, as they will harden 
alittle. Serve very hot on buttered toast. 


Mage Beauregard are good, This is the 
recipe: Four hard-boiled eggs; six 
squares of BDuitered toast; one and one-half 
cup medium white sauce; one-quarter tea- 
gpoon pepper. Separate the yolks and 
whites; chop the whites fine. Lay the 
toast on a hot platter, cover with the 
white sauce, sprinkle with the chopped 
whites. Add the seasonings before sServ- 
ing. 

Eygs with cheese are good. These are 
called ergs a la Stewart: Six eggs; three 
tablespoons of grated Parmesan and Gru- 
yere cheese, mixed; one cup of stewed to- 
matoes. Scramble the eves, adding the 
theese a moment betore servine. Put the 
scrambled eggs into a deep dish. Have 
ready the tomatoes well Seasoned and 
mixed with a little chopped parsley. Pour 
them neatly into the egys and serve on 
toast. 

Indian eggs are made lke this: One 
small onion, chopped fine; one teaspoon 
of curry-powder; six eggs; five ounces of 
butter; pepper and salt; four tablespoons 
of cream. . Fry the onion golden brown 
in one ounce of butter. Stir in the curry- 
powder. Stir and set aside. Break the 
eggs into a bowl; beat until smooth. Add 
the cream. Melt four ounces of butter in 
a Saucepan; pour in the eggs and cream, 
then the onion and curry. Stir, and scrape 
from the bottom of the saucepan uniil 
as thick as hatter. Remove from the fire 
before the eve. hardens too much, and con- 
tinue to stir for a few moments. Serve 
very hot on rounds of buttered toast, 
Boiled rice should be served at the same 
time. 


HERE are two good recipes for eggs to 
take for picnic lunches. 

Pickled Eggs——Six hard-boiled egg 
two cups vinegar; one small cooked beet; 
twenty-four whole cloves; one Stick cinna 
mon; one-quarter bay leat; one-half tea 
spoon Sali; one-half teaspoon pepper; one 
half teaspoon mustard. Stick four cloves 
into each exe: mix seasonings and moisten 
with enough cold vinegar to pour; heat the 
rest of the vinegar to the boiling point, 


add the pice and lowly the mixed Sea- 


sonings, boil for a minute. Place ergs in 
a giass jar, pour the boiling mixture over 
them, cover closely. They will be ready 
to use in about two weeks, 

Stuffed Ezes—Six hard-boiled eggs; one 
tab lespou melied butter: one-half ted- 
spoon salt; three tablespoons minced ham, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper; one-quarter 
teaspoon muStard; one tablespoon vinegar, 
Cut the evgs into halves, crosswise or 
lengthwise. Rub the yolks to a paste with

NE interesting thing is that you cannot 

say that all soft boiled egvs are wole- 
some, that fried and scrambled evs and 
hard-boiled eggs are always unwhetesome 
or that poached eggs are always suitable 
for delicate people or chiliren. It is not 
the process itself, but the way te rar- 
ticular process is accomplished that makes 
for or against digestibility. 

Authorities agree that the best wav to 
boil eggs is below the boiling pcint. Thus 
we are told to “coddle” an ere six minutes 
to make it “soft” instead of Iravine it in 
boiling water three minutes. The ee left 
in water three minutes will be tourh and 
leathery on the outside and = a'most  un- 
cooked in the middle, while the ege¢ cod- 
died, or left in water after it has come to 
the boil and then taken from the fire, will 
not be leathrey. If you leave the evr in six 
or seven minutes you have a very soft eeg, 
but one that is evenly cooted. If you leave 
the egg in Ienger you get 2 more s*li'ly 
cooked egg, but it will still be wh-'esome, 
because the albumen of the white has not 
been subjected to too hich temperature. 

To make scrambled eges that are relly 
wholesome, have a small frying pan or other 
shatlow pan, grease it with butter ard plice 
it over a pan of boiling water. Break as 
many eg@s as you wish to use, mix them a 
ittle and add a little milk. Pour them into 
the buttered pan and cook them without 
letting them come in direct con'act with 
the fire. Thus there wilt be no particle of 
browned crust and the erg will be very 
creamy and soft.
